The slave was anxious to have this arrange, 
ment made, but proving exceedingly lazy and 
worthless, Mr. Birney availed himself of the al¬ 
ternative of the contract and returned him, at a 
reduced price, to the estate of his former owner ( 
who had imposed on him in the purchase. 

But before the last payment became due, mor e 
light having been obtained, Mr. Birney became 
rinced that he had done wrong, and made eve. 
ry effort in his power to re-purchase the slave that 
he might emancipate him ; but his owner had sold 
him down the river. He has ever lamented the 
sale of this slave, even under the peculiar circum. 
stances, but what could he do more than he did ?
